Apparatus for Recovering Soda. 





An improved apparatus for recovering soda 
from waste liquor is illustrated. This apparatus 
can also be empioyed in evaporating brine to 
recover the salt or to concentrate saccbarine 
matter in solution. 

The device consists in combining with a con- 
centrating tank an additional heating chamber, 
the contents of which are heated by contact 
with the walls of a steam or hot water cham- 
ber, with tubing for keeping up an automatic 
circulation of the liquor and beating it. 

The drawing represents a vertical longitudinal 
section of this apparatus with an incinerating 
furnace in elevation. 

A is the tank to contain the refuse liquor 
from which the soda used in the manufacture 
of paper-pulp is to be extracted ; B, a cylinder 
or closed chamber in which the liquor is to be 
heated and through which itis circulated ; C, 
a pipe or tube to conduct the liquor from the 
lower part of tank A to the chamber B ; C’,a 
cock or valve upon the pipe C; D,a pipe or 
tube to convey the liquor in circulation from 
the chamber B back to the upper part of tank 
A; E, ashield or distributor upon the end of 
the tube D, to break the ascending column of 
circulating liquor to permit the vapor or steam 
to escape and the liquor to drop into the tank A. 

F is a steam-heating pipe or tube, entering the 
cylinder or chamber B and coiled therein, pass 
ing out thereof into the tube F’. The object of 
the tube F is to conduct steam from a steam- 





the chamber B is to heat the contents of this 
chamber B by conducting a current or currents 
of steam or hot water through the interior of 
the chamber B. 

Gis a tube to conduct the contents of the tank 
A to an incinerating apparatus, H H’ IJ K, H 
being the first receiving-tank for the concen- 
trated liquor ; H’, the secondary receiving-tank ; 
I, the incinerating*hearth ; J, the furnace ; K, 
the stack or chimney. : 

The solution to be concentrated is first 
pumped or placed in the tank A. The cock 
C’ is then opened until the chamber B is also 
filled with the solution. The solution then, 
seeking its level, will rise in the pipe D to the 
point X. The cock or valve F" is then opened, 
and steam or hot water then flows or forces 
itself through the pipe F, through the coil or 
series of pipes within the chamber B, and out 
through the exit-pipe F’, whence it is either re- 
turned to the boiler or allowed to escape. In 
a short time the contents of the chamber B 
will be heated above the boiling-point, and 
sufficient steam will be created in the mass in 
the liquor in chamber B to produce a pressure 
within this chamber to force the liquor up 
through the pipe D and out of the same and 
project it against the shield E, whence it will 
fall back into the tank A, the steam rising from 
the liquor as it falls. The weight of the liquor 
in the tank A will prevent the forcing back of 
the contents of the chamber B through the pipe 
C, and the liquor within the tank A and the pipe 
C will also be cooler, and therefore heavier, than 
that in the chamber B. 

The lightness of the thin column of liquid 
between the point X and the chamber B will 
induce the liquor under pressure in the cham- 
ber B to seek an exit through the pipe D. 
This operation will start the circulation, which 
is sustained continuously until the mass of 
liquor in tank A is sufficiently concentrated. 
As the operation continues the mass in tank A 
will gradually become highly heated, and evapo- 
ration will progress from its surface. It will 
also be observed that the heating agent passing 
through the pipe F will be at its highest temper- 
ature at and near the point of its entrance into 
the chamber B. It will also be evident that the 
liquor within the chamber B will be at its 
lowest temperature at and near the point of its 
entrance into seid chamber from the pipe C, 
and will gradually rise in temperature as it ap- 
proaches the opposite end of the chamber B 
toward the pipe D. The heating agent in pipe 
F, on the contrary, as it gradually imparts its 
heat to the contents of chamber B, will fall in 
temperature as it approaches its exit end, F’. 
The liquor within chamber B, being of higher 
temperature at its exit end, will be the more 
easily raised through the pipe D. It will be ap- 


parent that the botter the contents of the tank 
A become the less steam or heating agent will 
be required in chamber B, and the more effective 
the operation will become. 

While the steam has been described as enter- 
ing the chamber B at the exit end of the con- 


boiler into a coil or series of tubes within the | 
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tents of the latter, the direction can be re- 
versed, and the heating agent may enter through 
the pipe F’ and flow out through the pipe F. 
The apparatus is effective even with this ar- 
rangement, but the former is preferred. 

When the apparatus is used to recover the 
soda from waste liquor used in reducing fibre 
to paper pulp a calcining apparatus is employed 
in connection with it, and when the liquor in the 
tank A is sufficiently concentrated for transfer 
to the calcining apparatus for further treat- 
ment, the cock upon the pipe G is opened and 
the contents of the tank A are permitted to run 
into the calcining apparatus. 

The character or construction of the steam- 
pipes in the chamber Bcan be much varied. 
Instead of the coil of pipe, an internal steam- 
cylinder could be used, or the pipe F might dis- 
tribute the steam into a series of internal steam- 
chambers, or the chamber B may be made the 
interior cylinder and its contents heated by a 
steam-jacket. 

The word ‘‘ chamber,” used in describing this 
apparatus, comprehends the space inclosed by 










Pulp Caster- Wheel. 


A caster wheel, made from wood pulp, has 
been devised. 

The wood fibre is reduced to the required fiae- 
ness by any suitable or well-known means, and 
toa homogeneous mass of a doughy consistence. 
Chemicals may be added at the proper time 
to bleach or produce a white article, or coloring 
matter may be added and incorporated there- 
with to give to the mass the proper tint or color. 
There may also be mixed with the pulp a suit- 
able proportion of earthly material or resinous 
substances, or glue may be added to harden and 
cause the material to adhere more firmly to- 
gether. The pulp thus prepared is put intoa 
mold of the desired form and subjected to heavy 
pressure, the molds being provided with minute 
apertures, to admit of the escape of water or 
other moisture when the pulp is formed into the 
desired shape in a moist or wet condition. The 
articles, when formed, are taken from the mold, 
thoroughly dried by any suitable drying medium, 
and then cvated or saturated with boiled linseed- 








the walls or shell of a coil, series of tubes, series 
of chambers, or a single chamber. Thetank A 
may be placed over a furuace to assist in the 
evaporation, or it may be additionally heated 
inany other way by direct fire or waste fur- 
nace-heat. This course will facilitate the oper- 
ation of the apparatus, particularly in starting 
up the heat during the beginning of the pro- 
cess.

Prevention of Seale. 





There is scarcely an end to the substances 
which have been used in steam boilers to prevent 
scale, but we dislike very much to name them in 
this connection, for the reason that, in the 
special case mentioned, we do not know that 
they would apply. A locomotive superintend- 
ent in Missouri, very well known, once told us 
that, being greatly troubled by the water in 
that section, he had tried everything recom- 
mended, but had never found anything so effec- 
tual as a pint of linseed, weekly, in connection 
with thorough washing with hose. He said that, 
to whatever cause it was due, the linseed 
softened the scale so much that it came away 
like sludge. Linseed, not linseed oil. We have 
ourselves used slippery elm bark, ground fine or 
in pieces, with good success in many cases, and 
this in limestone countries, where the water was 
very bard. A small vertical boiler, 20 H. P., that 
was so dirty with scale that it would not make 
steam, was treated with a pound of ground 
slippery elm bark, when, a week after, the old 
scale came away in great patches. Many per- 
sons put fine brush into open heaters with the 
object of forming a surface to which the car- 
bonates will adhere, and those who have used it 
state that within a week’s time they become 
thickly coated. Obviously, the remedy in every 
case is to analyze the water and see what the 
principal element to be removed is, and apply 
the remedy indicated. Such an analysis could 
be had, doubtless, for $25, and it would be 
money weil expended, so far as a steam boiler 
is concerned, for it requires very little scale to 
eat up $25 worth of extra fuel in a short time, 
to say nothing of the permanent injury to the 
boiler.—Mechanical Engineer.

Mention was lately made in the Boston Cot- 
ton, Wool and Iron of a new thing in muti- 
lated gearing, which will probably be adopted 
by manufacturers of ‘‘stop” cutters for paper 
mills. The device is simple, but seems to insure 
more even wear and consequent more accurate 
work, with less liability to breakage. As it 
allows of a decided increase in the number of 
teeth in the gears, the capacity of these cutters 
for odd sizes can be perhaps doubled.

oil or other suitable material, so as to give the 
desired finish. The article is formed with the 
usual central perforation, to receive the pin of 
the casting by which the caster is secured to 
chairs, tables, &c., as is usual, and a bushing of 
metal or other suitable material may be secured 
in the perforation during the process of molding 
the article or afterward, as may be desired. 

The pulp may be pressed in a dry or compara- 
tively dry state into the form desired by subject- 
ing it to sufficient pressure. The pulp may also 
be mixed with powered glue or other adhesive 
material in a dry state, and then subjected to 
pressure under heat, which will cause the parti- 
cles to adhere firmly together. 
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Incidence of Imposts. 











The fourth lecture in the series on the Ameri- 
can Revenue System by Ellis H. Roberts was 
delivered at Ithaca last Friday night. Mr. Rob- 
berts said, in part : 

Taxes have been divided into direct and indi- 
rect, but we shall find that the taxes which are 
called direct are often those which are multi- 
plied the greatest number of times, and are 
farthest removed from him upon whom they 
are finally cast. The land-tax has been found 
to be that which at all times and in all countries 
has been most generally relied upon for a large 
part of the public income. The land-tax must 
be more multiplied than any other form of impost 
because land lies at the bottom of all production. 
No commodity can change form without draw- 
ing into itself fresh land-taxes. Every middle- 
man adds tothesum, Yet the idea that a land- 
tax is a direct tax pervades many systems of 
revenue. The truth, as has just appeared, is 
that it is a blanket mortgage which covers every 
industry, every saving, every exchange, every 
employment, every use. Assessments upon per- 
sonal property may be followed in much the 
same way. The internal imposts on articles of 
first necessity are always regarded as indirect 
taxes, yet they are not uniformly so, for the 
seller, on account of the condition of the mar- 
ket, may have to take less than will give him 
proper return for what he bas advanced. 

The incidence of charges upon importations 
does not differ in character from the incidence 
of other government imposts. If the demand 
were always equal to the supply, or in excess of 
it, the consumer would always pay the duty, 
but the conflicts of trade prevent this result in 
most cases. During the period after the peace 
of Ghent, British producers deliberately threw 
their goods upon the American market at prices 
below cost, inthe hope of breaking down our 
rising manufactures, and holding a market 
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which in the future would pay them. They | sugar or gelatine may be substituted for the 


accepted cheerfully the payment of the im- 
posts. The process is kept up systematically. It 
often happens that the best British editions of 
fresh works can be bought cheaper here than the 
publishers sell them in London or Edinburgh. 
This is the surplus, and exporting it helps keep 
the English market firm. Other English and con- 
tinental manufacturers do the same. Recent ex- 
posures by officers of the Treasury of under- 
valuation, especially of silks and woolens, are 
the demonstration that the prices of such com- 
modities in our markets are put below the whole- 
sale price abroad, and even below the cost of 
production. The foreign manufacturers go to 
such a length in order to escape a share of the 
duties here which are adjusted ad valorem. The 
incidence will depend upon the ease and rapidity 
with which the supply can be increased, relative 
to the demand. 

Since we have found that supply and demand 
determine the incidence of imposts, that the 
holder of an excess must pay, while the needs of 
a purchaser may make him pay, the assertion 


that all taxes fall upon the land, or that labor 
must in the last analysis undergo all govern- 
ment charges, or that consumption is alone 
finally assessed, cannot be sustained. Imposts 
become a part of the cost of every article, and 
like every other element, they become a part 
either of profit or loss. They may be borne by 
the producer, the middleman, or the purchaser. 
They may come out of savings in the form of 
money, or savings in the form of land, out of 
salaries, or current production, or may stand as 
adebt. Justin the degree that a revenue sys- 
tem stimulates production, while the demand in- 
creases less rapidly, duties on imports must fall 
upon the foreign producer or his agent.—Trib- 
une. 
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Paper for Photographs. 

The object of this invention is to provide pa- 
per for producing by photography copies of 
drawings and the like made on transparent pa- 
per, or representations of flat articles capable 
of being applied to the prepared paper. The 
sensitizing compounds may be mixed with the 
pulp in manufacture, or it may be subsequently 
applied. To the pulp there is added a sensitiz- 
ing solution of about 11 parts of bichromate of 
potassa, and 122 parts of dry glucose in 1,000 
parts of water ; the quantity of this solution 
to be added to the pulp is to be about 16 per 
cent. of the dry paper. For sized paper this 
may be much less. Manufactured paper may 
be sensitized by impregnating it with a solution 
of about 10 parts of bichromate of potassa, 100 
parts dry glucose, and 25 parts of gelatine 
in 1,000 parts of water. Paper thus pre- 
pared is specially suitable for obtaining de- 
signs in organic coloring matters. For develop- 
ing a solution of about 10 parts of nitrate of 
silver, 20 parts acetic acid, and 50 parts 
alcohol in 1,000 parts of water gives a ruddy 
color, which afterward becomes dark brown.

Covering for Steam Boilers. 


An improved covering for steam-pipes, boil- 
ers, &c., is intended to provide a covering or 
jacket which shall be so constructed that air- 
spaces shall be formed at intervals between the 
covering or jacket and boiler or pipe, and thus 
secure @ more perfect non-conductor of heat. 

The covering or jacket is preferably composed 
of layers of paper secured together, or paper- 
pulp, the inner surface being lined with asbestus, 
plaster, or other desired fire-proof material when 
it is desired that the covering withstand a great 
degree of heat, the cover being also cut longi- 
tudinally to more easily apply it to the pipe, the 
edges being secured in any desired manner. The 
covering is fluted or provided with corrugations, 
formed when the covering is compressed into 
shape. By these means air-spaces are formed at 
intervals between the covering and the pipe or 
boiler, only a small portion of the covering com- 
ing in contact with the pipe or boiler, and thus 
presenting but a small surface for the transmis- 
sion of heat, the air-spaces forming a good non- 
conductor. 

The corrugations may be formed in any de- 
sired shape, and may also be made of any de- 
sired size.

Articles from Wood Pulp. 


The purpose of a new invention is to produce 
articles of various kinds and for various uses 
from a composition in which wood pulp is the 
base. The pulp is mixed with a strong solution 
of silicate of soda or other analagous material 
which will combine with it to unite under pres- 
sure into a hard and compact mass, the action 
of the silicate of soda upon the wood pulp being 
such that it chemically changes it into a petri- 
fied condition. The silicate of soda is reduced 
to the proper degree of fluidity by any of the 
well-known solvents, and then mixed with the 
woody fibre until the mass is thoroughly satu- 
rated or impregnated with the silicate of soda 
and reduced to the desired consistency for being 
formed into felts or bats or molded into the 
form desired. The composition of pulp and sili- 
cate of soda may be taken, while in a plastic 
state, and placed in molds of the desired form 
and subjected to the required degree of pressure 
to form the article. It is preferred, however, 
to form the composition into bats of one or more 
inches in thickness, and then to cut therefrom 
blanks of the required size and form, and, by 
placing the desired number of such blanks into 
a conformator or mold, press the same into a 
compact mass of the desired form. 

The bats are formed on a making cylinder or 
on a wet machine. 
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The Counts of Paper. 

The Westliche Post, St. Louis, takes up the 
subject of ‘‘ counts of paper,” reviewing it under 
the light of the presentation of trade opinion 
made by The American Stationer of February 
7, and says: 

‘*Yet we labor, for example, in the paper 
trade still with 24 sheets to the quire and 480 
sheets to the ream. Why is this? Why not 
25 to the quire and 500'tothe ream? In order to 
examine views on this subject The American 
Stationer sent out circulars with the request 
to give upon an inclosed voting ticket opinion 
as to the introduction of reams of 500 sheets and 
account books of 100 pages. Out of all the tick- 
ets sent out, 2,342 were returned answered, 
2,322 from parts of the United State and 20 from 


Canada. The result was as follows : 
Yes No 
For 500 sheets.... ... 1,876 465 
For 100 pages... es - 1,912 346 
Majority for 500 sheets .......... © ......eee 1.410 
Majority for 100 pages.......... . 1,566 


Majorities against 100 pages come from no 
State, and against 500 sheets from only Ala- 
bama and Colorado. Some voting no gavetheir 
reasons: That one could not exactly give a 
half quire with 500 sheets in retail trade ; that 
the weight of a ream would be greater, &c. 
Other reasons against the innovation were : 
People are now used to prices on 480-sheet 
reams ; the present division of books is good 
enough—" let well enough alone,” &c. 

But what are these arguments opposed to an 
idea whicb, if realized, can only bring advan 
tage to trade and to the public, and quite con- 
siderably facilitates business? We know now 
that twelve inches exactly make a foot, and 
5,280 feet exactly make a mile. We will get 
used to it just as easily as the Germans and the 
French to a kilometer, consisting of 1000 metres, 
and then can reckon much more comfortably.

A hot-air engine of an entirely new type has 
recently been invented in England, whose 
peculiarity consists in having the fuel in- 
jected into a small chamber, so that the heat 
is generated internally instead of being trans- 
mitted through heating surfaces, the maximum 
temperature reached being the temperature of 
the flame. But the engine is so contrived that 
the piston is not subjected to any higher tem- 
perature than is usual in steam engines. It is 
stated that an engine constructed upon this 
principle may be made so compact and light as 
to be applicable to many purposes for which 
steam engines cannot be used, such as tramway 
locomotion and the propulsion of tricycles, 
while the economy in fuel will be such, by rea- 
son of the high temperature, that a very inex- 
pensive performance will be obtained.

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Cincinnati Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Cincinnati, February 27, 1884. 

Relatively none of the paper mills in the Cin- 
cinnati region were directly damaged by the 
great floods that have prevailed in the Ohio 
Valley during the past fortnight. They are all 
situated on tributaries and are clean beyond the 
reach of the Ohio overflow. But every one of 
them was cut off from communication with Cin- 
cinnati and with other points to reach which with 
goods'they would have to pass through Cincinna- 
ti. The Great Miami made comparatively little 
show in this flood and on the Great Miami more 
than on any other tributary of the Ohio river 
the paper mills gather in clusters. Dayton and 
West Carrollton, Miamisburg, Franklin Middle- 
town and Hamilton have all seen worse floods 
in the great Miami than this one. The White- 
water Mill, at Brookville, Ind., escaped admir- 
ably. Ingham’s Mill, at Chillicothe, is not in 
an exposed situation, being on a branch of the 
Scioto, instead of on the main river, beside be- 
ing situated on comparatively high ground. 
The Scioto river, and all tributaries of the Ohio 
above it, contributed chiefly to the great deluge 
that poured down the Ohio. 

The paper dealers in Cincinnati had little to 
do except to see the sights while the deluge 
lasted. For more than ten days they could 
neither receive accretions to the stock nor send 
out goods to customers. There was a local de- 
mand here for news paper which most of them 
contributed to supply. Now that the flood is 
over and business is fully resumed and will be 
within a week running in its old grooves all 
along the Ohio valley, the dealers look for a 
little more life in trade. It is a known fact, 
demonstrated beyond all doubt, that the 
preparations to meet such a flood as that of 
last year were so perfect that the losses from 
it were not onetenth as great as those 
by last year’s flood. This was true all 
along the Ohio Valley. It is now known, 
beyond doubt, that the destitution from 
day to day during the presence of this ca- 
lamity, was vastly greater than that of last 
year, but it is also known that relief came 
much more speedily, and by its quick and fre- 
quent visits prevented suffering from hunger, 
from nakedness and from exposure. These 
facts amaze people right here where they have 
taken place. 

This previous preparation and this relief were 
unattended by noise. No one told, much less 
boasted of what he had done to guard against 
loss from a recurrence of such a flood as that of 
last year; and when the calamity came, with 
its incidental suffering, what the right hand did 
to help the needy, was to many a left-hand—a 
profound secret. Everything was done unosten- 
tatiously and with a perfection of efficiency that 
excites general admiration and surprise. 

Now, it remains to be ascertained what the 
effect will be upon business hereafter. Last 
year it was felt for months and months. But 
is it not reasonable to suppose that the same 
timely preparation and foresight which have 
prevented suffering and saved all movable 
property, will be found to have guarded also 
against a partial paralysis of business in the 
Ohio Valley. It is estimated that from Pitts- 
burg to Cairo not less than a third of a million 
of people have been direct losers and sufferers 
by this flood. Those who have lost indirectly 
will number over half a million. The losses are 
well distributed, but in many cases those least 
able to bear them are the greatest sufferers. 
Taking it all in all, business men just now are 
looking for a much less backset to business from 
this flood than was felt after the flood last year, 
and they face the future with cheerfulness and 
hope. GaLaxy. 


Boston Notes.

I have tried hard this week to work up some- 
thing sensational, but there is not life enough 
among the whole paper fraternity, chemical 
dealer and stock jobbers included, to get up 
anything startling. Everybody is ‘‘ awful dull,’ 
business is dull and the weather is worse than 
dull. This state of things is really monotonous 
and it don’t give a reporter a chance. 

The chemical market, with few exceptions, is 
still unaffected by change. The demands are 
very limited. Caustic soda is weaker if any- 
thing. Soda ash shows a little firmness. No 
change in sal soda or bleaching powders. The 
market is in such an unsatisfactory condition 
that but little can be said. The only encourag- 
ing sign to note is that dealers show consider- 
able faith in the business and hope for a change. 

F. A. Downing, who manages the chemical de- 
partment of the business of Messrs. Warren & 
Co., the largest importers of the East, was visited 
with a view of eliciting further facts in relation 
to chemicals, and 1 was informed that the Eng- 
lish manufacturers of bleach will possibly make 
a further reduction in the product, and that 
prices will certainly advance. Itis claimed that 
the low figures at which bleach and soda ash 
have so long ruled in days past was very un- 
profitable to foreign makers, and that now they 
are determined to do business at a profit. Would 
it not be a good thing if our paper-makers could 
take a lesson from these “ blarsted foreigners” 
and restrict the production of paper a little ? 
If they should, I would be able to note an ad- 
vance in paper occasionally. Notwithstanding 
the indications point to higher prices in bleach, 
paper-makers put but little confidence in the 
statements, and consequently will not stock up 
toany great’extent for future use. For present 
uses, consumers are well supplied, and inside of 
six weeks a good demand is looked for by deal- 
ers. The extensive floods of the West have also 
tended to lessen the volume of trade in chemi- 
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cals, for with that section the house of Warren 
& Co, does a very large business. 

Train, Smith & Co. were called upon in regard 
tothe rag market, but I could get nothing fur- 
ther than that old stereoty ped quotation, ‘‘ trade 
is dull, but little demand, and prices low.” 
When will I be able to vary this statement ? 

It is really refreshing to come across some- 
body who is not complaining of a dullness in 
trade, and so when I found myself in the office 
of Edward H. Haskell, and saw a smile of busi- 
ness contentment upon that gentleman’s counte- 
nance, I was encouraged to linger and talk 
about twine. Mr. Haskell reports that his trade 
in‘twine and rope has been very large and is 
steadily increasing. This is due, in part, to the 
low prices at which these gosds have been rul- 
iug, and to their quality. Mr. Haskell makes a 
specialty of rope and twine, and handles only 
such goods as he can safely recommend as to 
quality. This fact seems to be fully appreciated 
by paper makers, and as a consequence, increas- 
ing trade. 

In manillas and wrappers, Stone & Forsyth 
report that the market is unchanged as regards 
quotations, but very dull as regards the volume 
of trade. This, however, is the general report 
everywhere and not confined to this house 
alone. Numerous inquiries are being made, 
evidences that some contemplating buyers are 
about, and a good active trade in wrappings is 
expected to open up shortly. 

The Monadnock Mills, operated by W. T. 
Barker & Co., of this city, are running full 
time, and turning out large quantities of paper 
to order. The output of this mill is of the better 
grades of paper, and notwithstanding the dull 
times complained of in some quarters, a goodly 
number of orders are booked ahead, and no 
fear of a scarcity of water just at present. 

E. J. McClure, of the Albany Card and Paper 
Company, spent a few days in the city last 
week. His visit was in the interest of trade 
and some business was transacted. 

One of Boston’s young paper-makers had oc- 
casion, last week, to visit your big city on 
business, and after having taken a couple of 
good orders for paper, bethought himself of the 
pleasures of Gotham and how they showed up 
by gaslight. The ‘Arion ball,” as per numer- 
ous posters displayed about the hotel, offered an 
evening’s pleasant enjoyment to the weary 
strangers within your city gates, and the afore- 
said young man from Boston thought he would 
“take it in.” So he hied himself to the count- 
ing-room of his customer and endeavored to ar- 
range thatthey both should enjoy the festive 
occasion together. But the New-Yorker de- 
clined to give his moral support to any such 
nocturnal arrangement, and proceeded to give 
the puritanical young man asermon upon the 
iniquities of the flesh—a good deal of which ar- 
ticle would be conspicuously displayed at the 
** Arion ball.” The young Hubbite returned to 
his hotel somewhat dejected ; but the more he 
thought of “‘ those iniquities” the stronger grew 
his desire to visit the Arion ball. So he went, 
and to his utter surprise found his pseudo Chris- 
tian friend a conspicuous leader among the 
midnight revelers. ‘* Now,” said the young 
Boston paper-maker, who told me this part of 
the story, ‘‘ hereby hangs a moral, don’t believe 
anything New- Yorkers tell you, they don’t prac- 
tice what they preach.” 

The sequel to the story is told by another 
party who, traveling inceg., observed the young 
man from Boston and the old gent of Gotham 
weeping violently upon each others shoulders. 
From the ball to the hotel they continued to em- 
brace each other most affectionately, and to- 
gether they sought the keyholeof room 22. The 
young paper-maker claims that the hotel clerk 
gave him the wrong key, but the party was dis- 
covered working at the wrong keyhole—’twas 
room 2, 

When this house has any more business in 
New York, the other member of the firm will 
go on—he is more experienced.

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyoxe, Mass., February 28, 1884. 

The Beebe & Holbrook Paper Mill fire of Tues- 
day evening is the principal item of interest 
this week. The fire is supposed to have started 
in a hot journal or by belt friction in the wheel- 
pit. The belts carried it into the rag-duster 
room, where the automatic sprinkler heads went 
off and smothered the flames. The machine- 
room suffered more, the fire getting into the 
roof and burning about half of it badly. The 
private hose of the Whiting No. 2 mill and the 
Massasoit and Wauregan mills was put to use 
before the city department reached the ground. 
All together there proved to be more water 
than fire, although without the water there 
would have been more fire. A good deal 
of paper was damaged and this, with the 
loss on the building, constituted the prin- 
cipal damage. The machine was only slight- 
ly burned, and two or three weeks will be 
time enough to put it into working order again. 
The other damages can probably be repaired in 
the same time, so that the mill will not be idle 
long. The loss will be perhaps $10,000, insured 
in the Mutual companies. 

Visitors to the Whitney Paper Company will 
find the headquarters temporarily fixed in the 
new sorting-room, about in the middle of the 
second story of the long No. 1 mill. The old of- 
fice, which has been occupied for seventeen 
years, and which the business has long out- 
grown, has been torn to pieces, and will be 
greatly enlarged and improved. The stairway 
will be made wider and straight, and will open 
into a spacious waiting-room. The desks, which 
will be sufficient to accommodate a dozen men, 
will be ranged along the western and southern 
sides, and the space railed off, with a convenient 
pay counter and window. There will be three 
private offices, closets, cupboards and other con- 
veniences, The finish will be neat and attrac- 
tive, and the whole more in keeping with the 
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standing of the company than the old office has | 
been. 

New machinery is still the order at the paper | 
mills. It seems as if the inventors would leave | 
nothing to be done by hand. An agent is now 
canvassing the city for another labor-saving 
device—the Sedgwick automatic paper-feeding 
machine. This isa machine for feeding print- | 
ing presses, ruling, folding and other machines. 
The inventors are now at work perfecting it for 
use on calenders. These require such rapid work 
that the difficulties are much greater in the case 
of ruling machines, but the proprietors are quite 
sure they willsoon offer a machine that will do 
the work. It will not do to have two sheets go 
into the calender together, so the feeder will be 
so arranged that if the fingers happen to pick up 
two sheets ata time the whole machine stops. 
Lucius Harlow, anold employe of the Whiting 
Paper Company, made an automatic feeder 
some years ago, and it has been used more or 
less on a ruling machine at one of the Whiting 
mills, This feeder contained some of the prin- 
cipal features of the new one, and the Sedgwick 
Company has bought up Mr. Harlow’s rights. 
The machine now being introduced has been in 
use on a ruler at the Valley Mill for some 
months and the treasurer says it gives satisfac- 
tion. : 

Another patent which the mills are trying is 
an arrangement for saving the stock which 
usually goes to waste in the stuff-chests and 
under the Fourdrinier machines. The waste is 
carried by a pipe into a perforated cylinder, 
which rotates and throws off the water, leaving 
the particles of stock on the surfaces of the ma- 
chines, The stock comes out clean and ready 
for use. This device is at work at the Holyoke, 
Valley and Whiting No. 2 mills and it is thought 
that it will becomea permanency. The inventors 
are James T. and Horatio A. Porter, who have 
worked in the Holyoke Paper Mill for years. 

The Holyoke Paper Company, whose product 
is all loft-dried papers, naturally does not like 
the report that it has been awarded a contract 
for furnishing the government with paper at 73, 
cents a pound. This would be a low price for 
good engine-sized paper, and, of course, the 
Holyoke mill does not turn out anything so 
cheap. 

L. H. Irish, recently in the office of the Chemi- 
cal Paper Company, is now traveling for the 
American Pad Company. 

William Ramage, a former foreman at the Al- 
bion Paper Mills, was surprised by some fifty of 
his friends at bis home at Smith’s Ferry,the other 
night. Mr. Ramage was presented with a fine 
centre table, and it is said that the dancing was 
continued till five o’clock in the morning. 

Levi Russell, who has worked for the Parsons 
Paper Company for fifteen years, is a candidate 
for assistant truant officer in the public school 
department. 

J. E. Porter, formerly employed at the Wau- 
regan Paper Mill, is now the manager of a pulp 
mill in Canada. 

Charles E. Watson, who has been in the Wau- 
regan, Chemical and Hampshire Paper compa- 
nies’ offices, is now a bookkeeper in Springfield. 

Samuel Rust, foreman at the Hampshire Pa- 
per Mill, takes the place of C. H. Davenport, 
traveling salesman for the company, and Rich{ 
ard Goodhine, from the Chester Paper Mill, has 
been secured as foreman. 

The Holyoke Water Power Company has de- 
cided to publish in the future the results of wa- 
ter-wheel tests in its new flume, unless the own- 
ers of the wheels object. 

C. H. Heywood and R. M. Fairfield have been 
chosen citizen-trustees of the Firemen’s Relief 
Fund Association. 

The storms have turned from rain to snow, 
and to-day we are having an unusually heavy 
fall. Some trouble has been experienced by 
the mills on smaller streams on account of high 
water, but this will probably not last long. 

The notice of Jeremiah Sturges in last week’s 
JOURNAL was widely read here and well spoken 
of. Mr. Sturges was popular in Holyoke, where 
he was a frequent visitor.

The Book Trade Association of Philadelphia, 
composed of the representative publishers, 
printers, paper manufacturers, lithographers 
and bookbinders of this city, had its twelfth an- 
nual dinner on Saturday last, February 23, at 
the Hotel Bellevue. About sixty members and 
guests took seats around a horseshoe table, 
which was decorated in the handsomest style. 
For two hours the excellent menu absorbed the 
attention of the banqueters, and afterward 
Henry Carey Baird, the president of the associ- 
ation, who occupied the centre of the table, 
made a speech opposing the international copy- 
right bill. 

In the course of this speech he said : 


‘*The granting of a twenty eight-year mo- 
nopoly privilege in our market to British au- 
thors and publishers, whose books, made in 
Great Britain, would thus contain no American 
labor or materials, is a manifest injustice to our 
own producers, whose market has been created | 
by the expenditure on education of hundreds of 
millions of dollars raised by domestic taxation, 
which cannot and will not for one moment be 
tolerated or entertained. Granting a long mo- 
nopoly to an author whose book only exists in a 
foreign tongue is even more indefensible—it is 
simply absurd. 

‘* Great Britain has long had treaties with va- 
rious European nations by which books in for- | 
eign languages are, without republication, 
protected for two years from the date of publi- 
cation, and whatis the result? Scarcely any 
portion of the rich contemporary literatures of 
France and Germany is now translated and 
published in England. How different is it in this 
country, where these two great mines are now 
beginning to be worked, and with such great ad-

Mr. Baird denied that American publishers

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reprint edition of 1,000 to 2,000 copies. Since the

Upon the application of the president, Frank 
J. Mather, L. C. Lathrop has been appointed 
receiver of the three mills of the New York 
Paper and Felt Mills Company. These mills 
are located at 7 and 9 Elm street, New York 
city, and at South Orange and Stanley, N. J., 
the two former being owned by the company, 
and the Stanley Mill by Mr. Mather and oper- 
ated by the company under a lease. The com- 
pany was incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey on June 29, 1883, with a capital of 








$30,000, the incorporators being Frank J. 
Mather, Arthur J. Kearney, Henry W. Mather 
and Charles R. Kearney. A considerable num- 
ber of the creditors of the concern held a meet- 
ing at the New York office of the concern 
on Thursday. This meeting was very ex- 
citing and was the occasion for quite a free 
discussion of the affairs of the concern. The 
president, Mr. Mather, made a statement 
of the causes of the difficulty, which appear 
to be prolonged and frequent stoppages 
of the mills for repairs and improvements and 
the want of a sufficient amount of working capi- 
tal. The total liabilities of the company are es- 
timated at $55,000 or $56,000, embracing $15,000 
due for machinery, $12,000 to $14,000 for paper 
stock, $2,500 to employes for wages, and about 
$3,000 for rent for the various mills. Mr, 
Mather stated that during the time the New 
York mill has been running it has been 
operated at a profit, and that the cost 
of the improvements at the Stanley Mill 
was $17,000, and that, notwithstanding he was 
assured that the improvements could be com- 
pleted in two weeks, several months time 
have been occupied with the work. A com- 
mittee of creditors was appointed to confer 
with the referee and ascertain what ar- 
rangements can be effected to settle the af- 
fairs of the concern and continue the opera- 
tion of the mills, all of which are now shut 
down. This committee is composed of George L. 
Pease, John H. Lyon, Arthur J. McQuade and 
James Savage, Jr. With very few exceptions 
all of the domestic paper-stock dealers of New 
York city and vicinity are among the creditors, 
in amounts ranging from $100 to $3,000 each.

THE MONEY MARKET.—In the loan mar- 
ket there is a rather firmer tone, less being done 
at the lower rates. On demand loans upon 
good collaterals the rate is generally 2 per cent. ; 
in time loans transactions were reported for 
four months at 4 per cent. on dividend-paying 
stocks. Discounts are firmer, the current quo- 
tations for ‘‘gilt-edged” names being 5@6 per 
cent. 

The stock market continues to show a down- 
ward tendency. Stocks may go lower or higher 
on reactions, but there is reason to believe that 
the worst of the despondent feeling is over, and 
that the demand for investment will increase. 

Railroad bonds were active and irregular, 
with prices generally lower. 

Government bonds were firm. 

In foreign exchange there is still a marked 
scarcity of commercial bills, and bankers have 
advanced their rates for 60 days’ sterling 4. 
French franes and German reichsmarks are also 
a shade firmer. We quote:

THE PAPER TRADE.—The condition of the 
general market has not changed materially dur- 
ing the week. The demand has made very little 
progress, as buyers are yet careful in making 
purchases, and confine their operations very 
closely to actual or early requirements. The 
recent impediments to transportation in parts 
of the West are said to be disappearing, and 
with the advent of settled spring weather, there 
will doubtless be some improvement from the 
apathetic condition of the trade during the dull 
period of the winter months. As regards prices, 
there is still an easy feeling, particularly on the 
low grades of print papers, and wrappings also 
share in this weak feeling. We hear of instan- 
ces where manufacturers of manillas have been 
forced to realize, and in this way some con- 
siderable-sized lots have been thrown on the 
market and sold at prices, it is asserted, below 
cost, some manufacturers showing anxiety at 
the present condition of the trade and express- 
ing a willingness to take orders at low figures 
rather than to close down their mills. Prices in 
general are abnormally low, and if the present 
rate of production is kept up for any length of 
time without increase in the demand, a further 
shrinkage may ensue before the supply and 
demand becomes more evenly adjusted. The 
straw-wrapping trade look for a better export 
business to Cuba, now that the Cuban import 
duty on paper has been reduced from 30 to 10 
per cent., taking effect to-morrow, March 1. 
The straw-board trade is very dull, and prices 
are quite irregular, No, 1 steam-dried selling 
among the city trade at $30@35. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The arrivals during the past 
week aggregate 16,231 bales, the bulk of which 
was sold to consumers prior to arrival. These 
sales have fully supplied manufacturers’ re- 
quirements, and the spot market has ruled 
quiet, but steady, at 2%¢c. The only sales that

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we hear of are 700 bales on spot of paper quality | 
at 23¢@2 7-16c. cash and 60 days’ time, respec- 
tively; 200 bales spinning butts at 2%c., and 
1,300 bales for future delivery at 2.35c. The 
arrivals this week include the Malta, with 2,000 
bales; Earl of Beaconsfield, with 11,232 bales;

could be secured. 


WOOD FIBRE.—There is a continued lack 
of animation to the market for Chemical Fibre, | 
and with large offerings the tone of the market 
is weaker, but prices are not quotably lower. 
Bleached is still to be had at 44<@4%<c. accord- 
ing to quantity and make, and Unbleached is 
nominal at 344 @3%e. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— | 
The market is without new or interesting fea- | 
tures, and continues to present a very quiet ap- 
pearance so far as the transaction of fresh busi- 
ness is concerned, but a nominally steady tone 
prevails, and supplies are held on the basis of 
recent quotations. The demand yet seems to be 
rather tame if we except a fair inquiry for me- 
dium and low Cottons, as many of the largest 
consumers have been supplying their require- 
ments by contract, and the remaining buyers 
only provide for their actual requirements. We 
hear of some sales on the basis of 2c. for Colored 
Cottons and 4c. for 8. P. F. German Linens. The 
imports have been much smaller than for any 
week for some time past, but the receipts for 
next week are expected to ntore than make 
up for the falling off this week. The arrivals 
during the past week aggregate 3,910 bales and 
bags, embracing 655 bales Rags, 234 bales Old 
Papers, 300 bales Wood Pulp, and 2,721 bales 
Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—There 1s still very little 
animation to be seen in the market for domestic 
goods, but the absence of important demand is 
seemingly without effect on prices, as packers 
and dealers generally maintain steadily their 
previous ideas as to cost. The best packers of 
No. 1 Whites ask 4}¢c., and in most instances 
obtain this price, while inferior lots are freely 
offered at 4%¢c. Holders are firm, owing to the 
limited quantity of Western stock coming in 
the market, but with the opening of navigation 
next month and lower railway freights, supplies 
will increase, and New York City Whites will 
probably be a little lower in price. The range 
of price for No. 2 Whites is 244@2.56%/c., and 
Seconds 1/c. to 1¢c., as to quality. 

BAGGING, &c.—There has been no essential 
change in the market for Gunny Bagging, the 
business in progress since our last having been 
of moderate proportions, but a fairly steady 
tone prevails, considering the quiet condition of 
the demand. Some small invoices of No. 1 
Manchester Bagging have changed hands at 
2\<c., and a large buyer could doubtless secure 
a concession of 1-16c. from this price, and have 
his choice in the selection of the brand. Ma- 
nilla and Jute Rope and Threads are still weak 
and dull. Wequote No. 1 English Manilla Rope, 
3{c.; No. 1 Domestic do., 3%¢c.; No. 1 Jute 
Threads, 2°c., and Jute Rope at 2i¢c., at which 
prices we note an aggregate of sales of 110 
tons. 


OLD PAPERS.—The transactions in domes- 
tic waste papers are still moderate. and there is 
the same lack of animation to the market 
with the nominal prices which have been fea- 
tures for some time past. The offerings keep 
up very full, and the sales occurring are 
mostly at our inside quotations. We quote:

COAL.—The Anthracite coal trade has set- 
tled down into its usual period of dullness pre- 
ceding the annual announcement of the opening 
prices for the year. Seward’s Coal Trade Jour- 
nal says: ‘‘No one will venture to buy more 
than sufficient to carry their trade along at the | 
present time, in the hope or fear that when the 
opening prices are made they will be lower than 





| the figures at which coal can now be purchased. 


There is no trouble in supplying the wants of 
purchasers at present, for the half-time work is 
quite sufficient to meet the limited markets now 
open. When there’are more markets there will 
still be enough coal for immediate requirements, | 
as no buying for future wants is likely to take 
place until the stability of the opening rates, | 
whatever they may be is firmly established. 
There is a growing trade in Anthracite domes- 
tic sizes in other markets than those reached 
from tide-water, and it is this new trade which 
is expected to dispose of any coal heretofore 
made into steam sizes, and now displaced by 


Bituminous. With the low freights now ruling 
there should be more activity in coal and no 
doubt there would be if prices were at all set- 
tled. In the interior, trade is in much the same 
condition as elsewhere, everyone is anxious to 
dispose of what stocks may be on hand before 
the new coal arrives at new prices.” Philadel-

obtain complete copyright monopoly with or | 
without publication, and a royalty in Great | 
Britain and perhaps in Germany.” | 

Mr. Baird closed his remarks by suggesting 
two amendments to our domestic copyright 
laws that should be passed by Congress before 
extending the advantages of the copyright to 
non-residents. 

First—That the author or proprietor of a book, 
&c., be first required to prove the originality— | 
in whole or in part—of the proposed publica- 
tion, or at least state wherein he claims propri 
etorship, and that examiners be provided by 
law, whose duty it shall be to make examination 
before a copyright be issued, and that the fee be 
increased sufficiently to cover the additional ex- 
pense ; or 

Second—That some easy and inexpensive legal 

| 
| 


means be provided for testing the validity of a 
copyright—or both. 

Until these laws are amended it will be neither 
right, proper nor safe to extend the privileges 
of their provisions to foreigners, for,we can ac 
cept no guarantee of their amendment short of 
the actual amendment itself. 

Mr. Baird was followed by Colonel McClure, 
of the Philadelphia Times, who responded to 
the toast of *‘ Franklin.” Colonel McClure 
threw some humorous light on the philosopher’s 
life. 

** He was a reformer,” said the speaker, “like 
some at the present time. His method was to 
pick out the best office and reform it by himself. 
I have yet to learn of the period in his life when 
he was out of office, except when the Quakers 
turned him out once. Even then he kept his 
son in.” Mr. McClure did not think that the 
printer’s art owed much to Franklin. Most of 
its advancement had been during the present 
generation. It was as the strongest typical 
American of his time in Philadelphia that 
Franklin was chiefly remarkable. Mr. McClure 
spoke strongly for the tariff, but said that he 
had found to his sorrow in the course of a legis- 
lative investigation that there was not a single 
American mechanic in the State who stood in 
the front rank of his calling. 

Joseph Hoover spoke for the lithographers. 

Hector Orr, the oldest printer of this city, 
responded with some interesting reminiscences 
of Fraser’s Magazine, the first copy of which 
he printed. 

Charles Emory Smith, editor of the Philadel- 
phia Press, replied to the toast of ‘‘the Press.” 

M. P. Handy and R. E. Hastings also made 
some very good speeches. 

A. G. Elliott, the able secretary of the associa- 
tion, to whom great praise is due for his very 
good arrangements of the dinner, closed the 
speech-making by the following interesting ac- 
count of the association : 

Fortunately for the present occasion, your 
secretary has no elaborate report of dry statis- 
ties to make, but, nevertheless, the pas» year 
has been one of interest to the association. 

We have had the pleasure of seeing it increase 
in importance, till now it comprises on its list 
of membership every industry that pertains to 
the making of a book. 

As our president has stated, the lithographers 
of our city have cast their lot with us ; and we 
now number some eighty firms, representing all 
trades and employing more than ten million 
dollars of capital and thousands of skilled hands. 

The spirit of our association is eminently 
catholic. The history of its acts and growth at- 
test this. 

That we may have errors of judgment would 
be more than human to deny, but that we fail 
to boldly defend the rights of the American 
capitalist and workman as against his foreign 
competitor, we do deny. We do not expect to 
meet with the approval of all. Difference of 
views should not estrange, when the common 
good is the object to be attained, but, like Miss 
McFlinn, who, when she said to young Quill- 
driver, ‘it must be nice to be connected with a 
newspaper ; to glory in the power, liberty and 
privileges of the press, and that she would be 
delighted to feel that the press embraced her,” 
compelled him to exclaim, ‘‘ You would, would 
you? Great Scott! Wait till I turn down the 
gas ;” so we say toall who come properly ac- 
credited, we will embrace you, but not ask you 
to wait till we turn down the gas. Oh, no, 
that would be rough on some of the boys—they 
could not whistle. 

During the past year we have been called to 
mourn the loss of three associates, two of whom 
were with us on the last anniversary. As we 
recall the names of Collins, Holman and Doyle, 
let us bring forth from the treasury of the past 
the good works they did, and take hope that 
when others may, perhaps, cite our names, the 
tribute may be given, ‘‘ Well done, good and 
faithful servants.”
